Washington, O. C., March 19,—The 


key to the 1918 riddle of the western 
battle front is in the hands of the 
supreme war council at Versailles.

Initiative with Allies. 
American observers now are con- 
vmced the German high command 
plans a defensive campaign, and that 
the long talked of drive on Paris or 
the channel ports has been abandoned. 
The initiative, according to this view, 
resis with ‘the allied and American 
forces.

Have British Forces. : 

It was said both by Premier Lloyd 
George and by Lord Curzon, however, 
in explaining. the status of the British 
imperial general staff and the com- 
mander in the field, Sir Douglas Haig, 
that certain British forces had been 
assigned to the council's control. 

Decision by the war council, officers 
here believe, as to the fleld where these 
and similar forces frum other armies 
are to be concentrated, will show where 
allied blows at the German defenses 
are designed to fall. It there is to be 
no German drive, as the war depart- 
ment predicted yesterday in its weekly 
war review, the counci) will not be 
forced to hold its reserves for defensive 
purposes and can devote this new 
agency to. attempts to smash weak 
points in the German line. 


May Strike in Italy. 

Opinion as to the sectors offering 
the best opportunity for allied agzsauits 
varies widely here, There is substan-. 
tial agreement, however, that the Ital- 
ian front may, in fact, become the 
main theater of war this year. Austro- 
German concen and possible of- 
fensives on that front, also noted by 
the weekly war summary, may repre- 
sent recognition of this view by 
the high command. 

In any event, even though the su- 
preme council might have decided to 
make the effort to break throtgh in 
Italy, it is believed the first moves 
in the game would be played in France 
and Flanders. Drives with all the ap 
pearances of being the rea! offensives 
would undoubtedly accompany or pre- 
cede the main thrust. 


Keep Germans Perplexed. 
The pooled allied reserves, under di- 
rection of the supreme council, would 


command perplexed as to which as- 
sauit would be driven home. In that 
position, adequate German forces of 
selected troops would necessarily be 
heid ready to support either line, and 
they must be held somewhere in Ger- 
many, with ready transportation avail 
able in either direction. 

The theory of pooled general re-

Made Huge Profits. 


“ During the preceding year the pack - 
ers had made large profits. In a way 
they were speculative profits; that is, 
they had bought the hog at the begin- 
ning of the year and held it, and by the 
time they sold it the hog product had 

gone up in value. That is rather 
strikingly shown, if you take the in- 
ventory of one of the packers for, say, 
Nov. 1, 1916, and then take his in- 
ventory a year, later, and you will find 
the difference of value in the inven 
tories. f 
In regard to the small packers, the 

profit limitation was practically this: 
The packers must not make a net 

profit, before deducting taxes, of over 
* 2% per cent on their turnover; that is, 
their net profit is limited by 2% cents 
on the dollar of business done. That 
was the first general limitation, which 
applies to all packers. ‘That is a fairly 
simple, fairly easily checked method of 
regulation. It does not do absolute 
justice, but it is somewhere near it. 


Method for Big Packers. 
“That, however, was not an ef- 
fective method of regulating the big 
packers, I do not claim I have reached 
perfection of. regulation of the big 
‘packers. To the big packer, I said: 
Tou also are under that 2% per cent 
limitation: also you are under the fur- 
ther limitation that as to. your meat 
business you shall not make ever 9 per 
cent on your invested capital, includ- 
ing your borrowed money.’ =. 
The big packer is subject to the 
same limitation as the small one and 
also to this, so if the 9 per cent is 
lower than the 2%, that is the limi 
factor; if the 2% per cent is the lower, 
that is the limiting facter.
